The polls will be open at said place 
and date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 6:00 
o’clock in the afternoon for the reception of your bal- 
lots under the Australian Ballot Laws; furthermore, 
you are hereby warned that on said date and place, at 
9:30 o’clock in the forenoon, the matters of appropria- 
tions and such other business properly coming before 
said meeting will be taken up for your consideration 
and action. 

ARTICLE 1.* To choose by ballot the following 
town officers for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a 
town treasurer, and two auditors. 

ARTICLE 2.* To choose by ballot the following 
town officers for the ensuing three years: one Select- 
ae one library trustee, and one trustee of the trust 

unds. 

ARTICLE 3.* To see if the town will vote to 
discontinue the town manager plan of government as 
provided in New Hampshire Revised Statutes Anno- 
tated (1955) Chapter 37. (Inserted on petition of 15 
voters. ) 

ARTICLE 4. To see if the town will instruct its 
Ripper ek to appoint all other town officers as required 

y law. 

ARTICLE 5. To see what sums of money the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate to defray the 
following town charges for the ensuing year: (1) town 
officers’ salaries; (2) town officers’ expenses; (3) elec- 
tion, registration and town reports; (4) Municipal 
Court; (5) Selectmen’s Office and town buildings; (6) 
Police; (7) Fires; (8) Insurance and Workmen’s Com- 
pensation; (9) Civil Defense; (10) Health Depart- 
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ment; (11) Vital Statistics; (12) Sewer Maintenance; 
(18) Town dump; (14) Northumberland village rub- 
bish collection; (15) Town maintenance, summer; 
(16) Town maintenance, winter; (17) Town road aid; 
(18) Street lighting; (19) General expense of high- 
way department; (20) Lost Nation Road Bridge; (21) 
Library; (22) Old Age Assistance; (23) Town Poor; 
(24) Memorial Day; (25) Centennial Field; (26) 
Youth Center; (27) Skating places; (28) Municipal 
water maintenance; (29) Cemetery; (30) Damage and 
legal; (31) White Mountain Region Association; (32) 
Employees’ Retirement and Social Security; (83) In- 
terest; (34) Tarring streets; (85) Police Car. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $600.00 to aid free 
public band concerts for the ensuing year. (Inserted 
on petition of 14 voters.) 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to lay 
anew (6”) water pipe line starting near the residence 
of Bernard Watkins, thence extending along Graham 
Street to the residence of Vern Gadwah, being a pro- 
posed new water pipe line for a distance of approxi- 
mately 2500 feet, and either raise the elevation of the 
33,000 gallon storage tank at its present location, or 
dismantle it and re-erect it on the hill behind the 
Pomerleau houses, and for this purpose to authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow upon the notes of the town 
a sum not in excess of nineteen thousand ($19,000) 
dollars, at such rate of interest and payable at such 
time and place in accordance with Chapter 33 of the 
Revised Statutes Annotated and amendments thereto 
entitled, ‘““Municipal Finance Act,” as the Selectmen 
shall decide. (Inserted on petition of 17 voters.) 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to 
extend the 6” water main from the present end near 
the Philip Meunier residence in a northerly direction 
along the D. W. Highway to a point near the dwelling 
house now owned by Jay J. Gould at the railroad over- 
pass, being a proposed new water line for a distance 
of approximately 4000 feet, and for this purpose to 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow upon the notes of 
the town a sum not in excess of seventeen thousand 
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($17,000) dollars, at such rate of interest and pay- 
able at such time and place in accordance with Chap- 
ter 33 of the 1955 Revise Statutes Annotated and 
amendments thereto entitled, ‘Municipal Finance 
Act,” as the Selectmen shall decide. (Inserted on peti- 
tion of 13 voters.) 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to 
extend the 6” water main from the present end near 
Louis Miccuci house in a southerly direction along the 
D.W. Highway to a point opposite the residence of 
William Newsom, being a proposed new water line for 
a distance of approximately 6,000 feet, and for this 
purpose to authorize the Selectmen to borrow upon 
the notes of the town a sum not in excess of twenty- 
two thousand ($22,000) dollars, at such rate of in- 
terest and payable at such time and place in accord- 
ance with Chapter 33 of the 1955 Revised Statutes 
Annotated and amendments thereto entitled, “Muni- 
cipal Finance Act,” as the Selectmen shall decide. (In- 
serted on petition of 14 voters.) 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to lay 
a 6” sewer pipe and install a septic tank starting from 
the residence of George McMann, thence extending 
along Route 8 to the residence of Daniel Nason, thence 
from the lowest point of said line to a septic tank 
which will be located on the residence of Walter Smith, 
a total distance of approximately 1650 feet, and for 
this purpose to authorize the Selectmen to borrow upon 
the notes of the town a sum not in excess of six thous- 
and one hundred ($6,100) dollars, at such rate of in- 
terest and payable at such time and place in accord- 
and with Chapter 33 of the 1955. Revised Statutes 
Annotated and amendments thereto entitled, “Muni- 
cipal Finance Act,’ as the Selectmen shall decide. (In- 
serted on petition of 18 voters.) 

ARTICLE 11. To raise $200.00 to buy a blinker 
light to be installed in front of the High School. (In- 
serted on petition of 10 voters.) 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to 
take over the so-called Goulet Street and maintain 
it. (Inserted on petition of 16 voters.) 
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ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will adopt the 
following ordinance, to-wit: 

That a Planning Board be created for the town 
consisting of five members in pursuance to Chap- 
ter 36 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes 
Annotated of 1955. 

ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to incur debts for temporary 
loans in anticipation of taxes in order to pay expenses, 
said loans to be payable from taxes for: the year 1957, 
and to issue notes therefor at such rate of interest and 
payable at such time, within one year, and place as 
the Selectmen shall decide. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote for 
a scale of discounts for the prepayment of real estate 
and personal property taxes on the basis of three per 
cent if paid by June 1, 1957, two per cent if paid by 
August 1, 1957 and one per cent if paid by October 
1, 1957 or any other scale of discount that the town 
will vote to determine. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to 
petition the State Tax Commission to have an audit 
made by the Division of Municipal Accounting, and to 
ee an appropriation to cover the expenses of such 
audit. 

ARTICLE 17. To hear the reports of agents, 
auditors, committees or other officers heretofore 
chosen, and pass any vote relative thereto. 

} ARTICLE 18. To transact any other business 
that may legally be brought before said meeting.

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To the Selectmen and Citizens of Northumberland: 

Serving as your Town Manager for the past seven 
months has been a pleasure and an invaluable expe- 
rience. At times work of this nature can have its dif- 
ficulties, but the cooperation and advice of the Town 
Officers has made my job much easier. To them I wish 
to give my thanks. 


After studying the expenditure of funds for past 
years I feel that expenses have been kept down re- 
markably well. If storage space was available some 
savings could be made by buying in volume. In the 
future perhaps savings can be made by making use of 
the services offered.by the State Purchasing Agent. 


This year’s recommended budget is $584.93 more 
than the 1956 budget, but anticipated revenues were 
exceeded by more than $3,700.00. However this does 
not mean that the tax rate will decrease or even remain 
in the same because the amount raised at the town 
meeting on March 138, 1956 was less than 41% of the 
total used in computing the tax rate. | 


There are two recommendations to which I feel 
the tax payers should give serious thought: 


The first is the establishing of a Town Planning 
Board. A planning board could map the desirable 
future growth of the town, recommend a zoning plan, 
and recommend the feasibility of extending public 
services. 


The second is if the tax rate continues to increase 
at its present rate, within the next two or three years 
the public should consider having all property re- 
valued. 


If after reading the Town Report questions come 
to mind or if further data is desired, until March 11th 
I will try to be at the Town Office all day to answer 
questions.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


The past year has seen one major improvement in 
the Public Health situation in Groveton, namely, that 
of installation of a chlorinating system in the public 
water supply. All water samples sent to the State Lab- 
oratory in 1956 were reported as being free of bacterial 
contamination, whereas: in previous years approxi- 
mately 30% to 40% were impure. The taxpayers are 
to be congratulated for authorizing this much needed 
protective measure. Also, all samples taken at North- 
umberland village were pure. 

1956 was a year which was relatively free of 
epidemics. There was an outbreak of mumps during 
December which continued into 1957.

There were a considerable number of cases of 
pneumonia and strep throats as will be noted. Most 
cases of virus pneumonia are due to lowered resistance 
with a cold. The best prophylaxis to guard against 
this very disabling condition is to treat the cold prop- 
erly, get plenty of rest and consult a physician when a 
cold does not clear up promptly. 

Several clinics were held during the year. The 

toxoid clinics were well attended during the Spring, 
and it would appear that most of the young people have 
been immunized against whooping cough, diphtheria, 
and lockjaw. However, in spite of the polio clinics 
which have been held here, it seems that far too many 
of the parents and children have not availed themselves 
of this worthwhile vaccine. In analyzing the figures 
from the clinics the following facts are noted: 
In the 0 to 6 age group, 79% have had at least one shot. 
In the 6 to 11 group, 62% have had at least one shot. 
In the 11 to 15 group, 67% have had at least one shot. 
In the 15 to 18 age group, out of 165 children in this 
community not more than 5% have had any shots. 

It is this latter group that needs the protection 
most of all. There is plenty of vaccine now available, 
and if a clinic is not held, shots are available from your 
private physician at any time. Young adults and preg- 
nant women are also urged to have their immuniza- 
tions. It is hoped that clinics will be held this spring, 
but it is the responsibility of parents to see that their 
youngsters get their polio shots. :
